THE “ EMPRESSES” 


Calling At Honolulu On

Some few years age the question of

BRANDY AND WHISKY 


Rewulaltons relating to immature 
npirits have beer made by the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council under the Liquors 
Consolidation Ordinance tol- 
dow! 

1. The definitions of brandy and 
whisky x*\ farth on pages 469 and 
400 of the Regulations of Hong 
Koug, 1844-1925, shail apply to 
thew regulitions 

2 In these — regulations be 

: “uncertificated brandy” and 
Cuneertifiented whisky” shat! ine 
elude respectively nll brandy and 
whiaky hereafter imported inte the 
Cotony except such brandy and 
whisky as shall have bean proved 
ta the satisfaction of the Suporin- 
tendent, lo have been matured in 
vod for not less than three years. 

4. No. uneertificated brandy or 
whisky shall he removed from any 
dip except inte a general bonded 
warehouse, er to another ship for 
the purpose of exportation, 

4. No uncertificated brandy or 
whisky shall be remaved from any 
general bonded warehouse except 
rate another general bonded ware- 
house, or to a ship for the pur 
pose of exportation 

5, Notwithstanding: anything in 
these regulations — it shall be law- 
fu) for the Superintendent in his 
diseretion to allow removal! for any 
purpose of such small quantities of 
uncertificated brandy or Ww ay 
he may think fit, if he is 
that such brandy or whisky has 
heen imporled by a person for his 
private consumption 

6 These regulations shall come 
inte aperation on January 1, 1930.

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An Anomaly At The Marine Court 


N the latest issue of the “Government Gazette” is to be found the 
official finding of the Marine Court of Inquiry into the stranding 
of the steamer “Lok Sun,” signed by the members comprising the 
Court, the first being “G. F. Hole, Stipendiary Magistrate and Pre- 
sident of the Court.” ° 
This may convey nothing to the landlubber. But it does convey 
a tremendous lot to those members of the mercantile marine who 
sail in and out of the port of Hong Kong. By them it is only too 
well known that upon the report and recommendations of the Har- 
bour Master rests the decision of the Governor in Council to order 
a Marine Court of Inquiry’ into any shipping mishap or into any 
matter Affecting the discipline. It is clearly contemplated by the 
Merchant Shipping Ordinance that the Harbour Master shall act 
judicially where the discipline of the Harbour is in question and as 
such the Harbour Master is appointed by the Governor to preside 
over Marine Courts of Inquiry. 


Remembering the vast powers vested in such Courts it is pass- 
ing strange that no effort has been made to alter the Ordinance so 
as to make it possible for some one other than the Harbour Master 
and Marine Magistrate to act as President of a Court of Inquiry, 
There are numerous reasons, all of them excellent, why the Marine 
Magistrate and Harbour Master should not be a member, let alone 

ident, of a Court of Inquiry. 


main reason lies in the fact that it is upon the report and 
dation of*the Harbour Master that a Court of Inquiry is 
Naturally, to be in a position to compile such a report and 
recommendations, the Harbour Master must personally 
mself acquainted with the salient facts of any particular 
shipping mishap or breach of the discipline of the Harbour, It con- 
cerns not the issue how he obtains the required information. How- 
ever well intentioned he may be, however desirous to be scrupulously 
fair and just in law and equity, is there not a possibility—human 
nature being what is—for him to be even unconsciously biased. or 
at least influenced, by ex parte statements made to him in his 
capacity of Harbour Master? Why, then should, he be compelled 
to act as President of the subsequent Court of Inquiry ordered to 
be held as the direct outcome of his own report and eecomniente: 
tion? 
The question is by no means a new one. It is on record that as 
long ago as 1917 the then Harbour Master stated in open Court that 
.{ he would prefer some one else to be appointed President, but that he 
had been appointed by the Governor and so was obliged to perform 
those duties. Then, as now, it was pointed out that.the system was 
all wrong—radically wrong. And to-day the bad old system is being 
perpetuated without our legislators troubling themselves to inquire 
whether, under such a system, the interests of justice and of equity 
are being served to the uttermost degree possible. a

RIGHTS OF THE PRESS « 


During the week comments 
have appeared in one of the 
morning papers and in ‘the 


| “China Mail” with regard to the 


lack of courtesy on the part of 
officialdom in not informing the 
Press as a whole of forthcoming 
meetings of public bodies. ‘The 
particular occasion that prompt- 
ed these comments was a meet- 
ing of the Sanitary and Publicity 
Sub-Committee of the Water 
Emergency Committee. Only one 
of the morning papors was able 
to report that gathering, for the 
simple reason that no intimation 
of such was sent to the news- 
papers as a whole. By sheer ac- 


cident the junior morning paper, | 


having a member of its staff on 
the Sub-Committee, was en- 
_ to know about the 
meeting and, accordingly, to have 
a report of the proceedings. 
Naturally it is not right that one 
newspaper should have more faci- 
lities thrown at it, so to speak, 
for reporting public meetings 
than the rest of the Press. Ali 
should be placed on the same 
level, irrespective of any Press- 
man being present as a private 
member of a Committee or Sub- 
Committee.

Choked Pipes 

If a copper petrol or oil pipe be- 
comes choked, the driver can often 
clear it by blowing, but he cannot 
le sure that the obstruction has 
been entirely removed. A wire 
may, of course, be pushed through 
the pipe, but even if this is done, 
some foreign matter may remain in 
the interior, A convenient method 
of making sure that the pipe is 
quite clear is to use an ald jength 
of Bowden outer casing. The 
diameter of this will be found to 
be about equal to the bore of an 
average petrol pipe, and when it 
is pushed through the pipe any 
dirt will certainly be removed.

Lost Melodies of the 
Horn

in those now distant days when 
motoring was ail a wonder and a 
wild surmise whether we would

ever reach home again, cars were’ 


poor things in every imaginable 
way, engine, chassis and body, and 
poorest of all, judged by modern 
eyes and nerves, in accessory aids 
and comforts. 

But among all the refinements 
that the years have brought 1 am 
not sure that one thing has not, 
been overlooked. Some of those 
ancient warriors had most ! 

I 
They really were 
horns. 

But the musical horn soon 
vanished. It was superseded by 
those saw-tooth kiaxons whose 
noise was aptly likened to the bel- 
low of a sick rhinoceros. Now all 
yur “horns” are electric—the bulb 
horn, last relic of the musical era, 
is all bul obsolete—and though less 
offensive than the saw-tooth and 
equally effective, it is impossible to 
pretend that the sounds these horns 
make are pleasant. 

The “Song” of the Road 

Some foreign cars have bearable 
vores, but very, very few British 
ones. A hoarse squawk rising to a 
xhriek is the dominant note in the 
song of the road. Two cars I have 
driven lately were peculiarly 
raucous and aggravating. They 
made me wonder whether the still 
smouldering anti-motorist fires are 
not mainly due to this cause. Sure- 
|y the animosity of a pedestrian, 
shooed off the road by this nasty 
noise, is intelligible, and hospital 
patients: irying to sleep must find 
ita hoarse monotony hellish, 

The recent Committee on Noises 
found i?) impodsible to suggest any 
regulations about horns, except in 
regard to stationary vehicles, and 
ax lung as failure to hoot Is treated 
ns vontributory negligence in case 
of accident, we must have hooters 
or herns, and must use them, If 
your horn suddenly fails, you feel 
us Hl al ease us if you had forgot- 
ten to put on your trousers. 

But [ think the Committee might 
have commented (adversely) on 
the hind of noise nur hooters make 
and appealed to the motor trade to 
give us a more tolerable instru- 
ment. Ho must be electric, 1 sup- 
pose; no substitute that cannot be 
operated by a finger on or about 
the steering wheel will do. But 
surely an electric horn with a melo- 
digus note is not beyond the wit 
of man. When found, we do not 
want its use made compulsory, 
German-tashion: a little publicity 
and propaganda would soon make 
it popular. We make noise like 
hogs, not because we are, in fact, 
road-hogs, tut because we can’t 
help it. Nouody will give us voices 
to mateh our beautiful bodies and 
fine engines. 

“A Splendid Light Six” 

Among the “light sixes,” that 
class which British makers, if they 
did not invent it, have developed 
until it is now almost the national 
type, few have won and maintained 
greater popularity than the “two- 
litre” Rover, Lt is not the cheapest 
light six, nor the dearest; it is not 
the most silent, nor the fastest, nor 
the most luxurious. It has no 
single superlative virtue, but every 
good quality in high degree. 

This Rover is a joy to drive, 
There are cars which do their job 
well and willingly, are comfortable 
and easily handled, but somehow 
they inspire no strong feelings. 
With the Rover at the end of a 
day’s run I was in love. Exactly 
why it is (as usual with this state 
of mind) difficult to set down in 
black and white. 

It was the engine mostly, of 
course, Neither heard nor felt at 
from ten to thirty miles an hour, 
after that it sang a pleasant little 
song which scarcely increased in 
pitch or volume until it was doing

OLD MOTOR-CARS 


The Rate of Scrapping in 
America 


Two or three years ago the com- 
mon assumption was that approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 of the motor- 
‘vehicles produced each year in the 
United States were destined for re- 
placement purposes, and that the 
remainder might be considered as 
additions to the total number in 
This was equivalent to 
the scrapping of about 2,000,000 
cars annually. Figures recently 
compiled show that at present this 
scrapping of used cars is proceed- 
ing at a considerably higher rate. 
The estimate for 1927 is 2,367,000, 
while that for 1928, which is not 
yet completed, may reach 2,750,000. 
These figures replace the average 
of approximately 1,580,000 for 
1924, 1926 and 1926, and a total of 
under 1,000,000 for 1923. 

In calculating the number of cars 
scrapped in any year, the car regis- 
trations of all the States combined 
at the end of that year, the produc- 
tion of cars in the year, and the 
exports and imports are al! taken 
into consideration. The difference 
helween the total registrations of 
two successive years represents the 
gross gain in cars in use. The 
difference between the production 
of a year and the net exports re- 
presents very approximately the 
number of new cars placed in ser- 
vieo in the year. The difference 
between this last figure and the 
gain in registration will be the 
number scrapped. 

From December 31, 1922, to the 
same date in 128 Lhe number of 
car registrations in the United 
States practically doubled, rising 
from 10.864.000 to 21,317,000. In 
this six-year period the total pro- 
duction of cars in the country was 
21,845,000, and the net exports ag- 
gregaled about 1,960,000 cars. The 
difference, 19.384,000 cars, nearly 
double the number jn service at the 
end of 1922, represents the number 
of cars put into service. Since the 
vain in registration in the six years 
wax only 10,453,000 cars, 8,931,000 
cara must have been abandoned or 
nold for serap. 


bulton (on the boss) and a tiny 
ignition lever. The latter, by the 
way, is meant to be used; ignition 
in by coil. 

The one criticism I have of the 
Jtover, from the driver's point of 
view, ia the gear-box, It has three 
speeds, with ratios of 6.3, 9 and 21 
to 1. The gap between first and 
second is huge, and to get a clean 
change requires the patience of 
Job. Jt is, however, quite feasible 
on the level to start in second, for 
the clutch is good and the trans- 
mission “solid.” Changes between 
second and top either up or down 
are comparatively simple and with 
double clutching quick, and the 
second speed, though low, is useful 
und not too noisy. But what a car 
it would be with a really modern 
four-speed box, 

In that case, though, its price 
would have been higher or its finish 
and fittings otherwise less good, 
which would be a pity. More could 
scarcely be expected at the price 
as it is. For instance, the engine, 
which is as neat and “clean” as an 
Italian, has an aluminium cover 
for the overhead valve gear and 
the dash is aluminiam-lined; silent- 
bloc shackles eliminate twelve 
greasing points; and equa] care 
and thoug!t has been bestowed on 
the body jttings. 

The “rogal” models, which have 
cewandrs brakes, bumpers, and 
safety glass, cost £445; the stand- 
ard salouns, without servo brakes, 
bumpers and some other extras, 
are £395. It seems to me extreme- 
ly desirable at the price, and T have 
evidence, second-hand but impar- 
tial, that it is reliable and trouble- 
free. Also it is guaranteed for two 
years. 

The Best Driving Signal 

This Rover, by the way, was 


sixty, and even with sixty-eight 
showing on the speedometer there 
was neither roar nor clatter, 
though ita revolutions-per-minute 
at that speed muat be tremendous, 
for it is a low-geared car. It was 
attractive, too, to realise that the 
acceleration was better than it 
seemed.

Gears ond Gear-Changing 

‘Apart from the ongine, its’ steer- 
Ing and suspension wore, I suppose, 
the virtues that made me “fall"-for 
this Rover, .A well-designed driv- 
ing. sont and position helped, with 
un almost vertical -steering-wheol, | 
oneumbered with nothing but:horn 


fitted with a rear “stop” light. I 
don’t know whether that is stand- 
ard, but I hope so. There are few 
things motorists appreciate more 
on other people’s cars, but most of 
us are too lazy to have one fitted 
to our own, if it is not, so to speak, 
born with one. As an extra they 
cost about a guinea; they would 
cost the manufacturer lesa, than half 
that to incorporate as standard. It 
is an American idea which, unfor- 
tunately, they are chary of adopt- 
ing, though ready enough to adopt 
others less useful. se 

Really, if its use were universal, 
I don’t think there would be any 
use for other signals, mechanical] 
or hand. .The quickest-witted and 
most. thoughtfil of drivers cannot 
give a hand warning a8 quickly nas 
the brake-operated light, and there 
fa so much.vague hand-flapping 
still that cannot be taken at its, 
face value.

should have an excellent future be- 
fore it. While it is not particular- 
| ly fast it has, considering the ob- 
vious weight and solidity of its 
body work, a surprising degree of 
liveliness. About 40 miles per 
hour can be very comfortably main- 
tained on the 83rd gear, for exam- 
ple, without objectionable noise, up 
quite noticeable hills, and accelera- 
tion both on this gear and on top 
are good enough to make it a very 
comfortable car to drive.

On the practical side, however, the 
Cnina International Famine Relief 
Commission has undoubtedly done 
more in recent years than any other 
single medium in the actual construc- 
tion and extension of road building in 
China. Since 1923 it has been respon- 
sible for the administration of several 
million dollars on reclamation, dyke 
and read construction work. 

Construction Projects 

In mmny places it has been able to 
!earry on construction projects irrespec- 
tive of military operations and the 
instability of loca] governments. It 
aims to have the local authorities with 
whom ii is co-operating match the 
China International Famine Relief 
money spent on given prejects, either 
with funds or the equivalent monetary 
value in labour and materials. This 
method relieves the sting of philan- 
thropy and inculcates in its place a 
sense of responsibility in the local 
authoritics whe sponsor the work. 

The Nanking Nationalist Govern- 
ment, though it has set up no national 
highway bureau, has urged on the 
provinces, through its Reconstruction 
Commission, the desirability of creat- 
ing provincial highway bureaus for the 
immediate construction of highway 
systems. Various district road 
bureaus throughout the provinces have 
held conferences at provincial capitals. 

Such a conference was held in May 
at Nanking by the Kiangsu provincial 
authorities; and another was held in 
the same month at Wuhu, Anhwei Pro- 
vince. The National Communications 
Conference held in August endorsed 
better roads and proposed immediate 
building of a highway from Nanking 
to Peking. 

For usc on these roads, China, a 
country larger in area than the Unit- 
ed States with four times its popula- 
tion, hus Jess than 26,000 motor cars, 
contrasted with the 28,000,000 cara in 
Amorica. ,

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STANDARD PRICES 


Changing Year By 
Year

It is interesting to waleh 

in every succeeding year, a 
price standard seems to be set up 
hy tacit: consent ‘Of the manufac 
j turers. For some time, in the light, 
tcheap class we have had what inay 
‘almost be described as arbitrary 
i figures, ke £135, £180, and £208. 
A Yitthe further up the scale comer 
the keen competition to give the 
hest value for something a shade 
‘under £300. Until thia year the 
prices between this last and the 
£600 or £700 vlass fluctuated pretty 
widely, and there did not seen to 
be any particular figure at which 
the majority of the makers of popu- 
lar cars were anxious to offer any- 
thing sensational 

This year, however, two new 
price classes have been apparently 
arranged, one just under £400 and 
the other just under £500. The 
former naturally offers consider- 
ably larger choice, and | hope to 
be able to deal with some of the 
rather remarkable cars which fai! 
‘into this category later on. The 
new class, which may be called the 
£495 one, is in some ways one of 
the most interesting we have yet 
had offered to us. Although there 
are not many cars seld as yet at 
that price, the category includes 
one or two models which would 
have been sold for certainly not 
less than £600 or more until a year 
Lor two ago. 

The general rule is, 
natura/ly, that when prices 
brought down to a certain level by 
the majority of makers, 
themselves lack something of the 
qualities they possessed when they 
cost more—not necessarily any- 
thing of importance, but such 
things as good finish in engine and 
coachwork, full dashboard equip- 
ment, and the like—that, of course, 
is only to be expected, especially 
when makers are unanimously 
agreed on the price figure. In this 
new clasa I have called the £495, 
I have not noticed so far that this 
state of affairs exists. The cars 
included in if seem to be exactly 
the same in all respects as they 
were when they cost £150 or £200 
more, and I have had experience 
of some really remarkable exam- 
ples of value for money amongst 
them.

The New Humber 

The new 16-60 h.p. six-cylinder 
Humber is a good example of what 
Imean. This car is sold as a roomy 
five-seated open car for £440,

Engine Design 

The main details of the engine 
(design are the following: The bore 
and stroke are 64 x 106, whieh 
Iyives cubie capacity vf 2,110 ¢.c.

rombustion chamber is now of the 
type dnewn as turbulent. As has 
always beon Humber practice, the 
exhaust valves are of the mush- 
room type. set below the inlets. 
The engine is supported at four 
points on a sub-frame on “silent- 
bloc” turnnions. The camshaft is 
driven by chain, and there is an 
aulomatic tensioning device. 

Ignition is by coi! and battery 
with automatic advance and retard, 
in addition to the hand-controlled 
udvance on the steering-wheel. 
The mixture ia supplied by the new 
Zenith Horizontal Twin Carburet- 
jter, the richness of which is con- 
trolled from the dashboard, A 
water impellor assists the cooling. 
The whole engine is a thoroughly 
workman-like job and one of the 
most attractive | have yet seen. 
The general equipment includes a 
-constant-reading petrol gauge, an 
inspection lamp-plug, and panel 
light-switch, dipping headlights, 
with dip-and-switch control, a 
“stop” rear light signal connected 
-to the foot-brake pedal, a luggage 
tyeid fitted to carry 100 1b. weight, 
and an electric screen wiper. 

1 thought the suspension rather 
unusually good, considering that 
the car carried only two passen- 
gers, The car sticks to the road 
yery well on corners, and there is 
jno perceptible sway. Rough sur- 
face is adequately dealt with, and 
the riding, as a whole, is really 
comfortable. ‘“Silentbloc” bushes 
are fitted to the shackle, and Hart- 
ford shock-absorbers are used on 
both axles.

The garage proprietor is liable 
for the repair, unless he can prove 
definitely that the ageident was not 
vansed by any of his employees, 
The onus is on him to show the 
aecident is not due ta any careless- 
ness on Kix part, or the part of his 
employees. 

He is most certainly liable under

34% YEARS IN GOVERNMENT 


Founder of Local Chinese Civil 
Servants’ Club 

The only Chinese in Hong Kong 

to hold the LS.0., in the person of 

Mr, Cheng Cheuk-hin, has died at 

the early age of 49. 

Mr. Cheng had been 8), years 
in the service of the Government 
and his name stood third in the list 
of Chinese Civil Servants. 

Born in 1880, he was appointed 
an Interpreter in the Police Depart- 
ment on January A, 1898. 16 1903 
he was promoted — to the Sanitary 
Department. After going in 1912 
to the General Post Office, he return- 
ed to the Police Department as 
Second Grade Clerk in 1913. In 
1916 he was promoted Firat Grade 
Clerk and transferred to the Public 
Works Department 

Further promation came in 192) 
(class 7 clerk) and in 1925 Mr. 
Cheng became one of the few higher 
class clerks in the Government, this 
being top rank in the junior clerical 
service 

Native of Heungshan 

Continuing to render distinguish- 
ed service in the p.W.D., Mr. Cheng 
waa appointed a Companion of the 
Imperial Service Order on King's 
Birthday last, the other recipient 
being Mr. P. J, Julyan, who js also 
in the P.W.D. 

Shortly afterward, Mr. Cheng 
became tl and was treated in hos- 
pital. He came out later but had a 
relapse and succumbed, not al- 
together unexpectedly, at his house, 
No. 42, Ruasell-atreet, Bowrington. 
early yesterday morning. 

A native of the Heungshan (now 
Chungshan) district, Kwangtung, 
whore famous sons include the late 
Dr, Sun Yat-sen, ex-Premier Tang 
Shao-vi and many others, Mr. Cheng 
studied English in Hong Kong and 
has been here most of his Nfe. He 
ia survived by a wife, a concubine, @ 
son and three grandchildren, to 
whom sympathy will be extended in 
their bereavement. 4 

Founder of Club 

The son, Mr Cheng Kun-hop. 
joined the Government service in 
y921 and is now 4 8rd class 
Assistant Land Surveyar, also In the 
Pw. 

Mr, Cheng Chenk-hin also enjoyed 
the unique honour of being the only 
Chinese or lav al member af the 
Directorate of Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Pensions, having been ap- 
pointed as such in 1921. 

The Civil Service not only pro 
vided his career but was alsa bound 
up with most of hia interests Ve 
was the principal founder, some 
years ako, of the Hong Kong Chin- 
ese Civil Servants’ Club, of which 
the became the first Chairman. 

_ “Slept on” General Orders 

He was 80 thorough in hia 
methods that he earned the approba- 
tion of all bis superiors; he was 5° 
wel) versed in Genera} Orders of 
the service that a Cadet once re- 
marked that Mr. Cheng must sleep 
on them, All in all, he wag held in 
high esteem and he leaves 4 host 
of admirers in the Service, and 
many friends in other walks of life. 

The funeral will be held tw-day, 
Jeaving ‘his ‘house at 2 p.m. There 
will be no Chinese pageantry ; the 
cortege is expected to arrive at 
Yat-pit-ting, Kennedy Town, at 
about 3 p.m., when friends will be 
able to pay their last respects, the 
interment will be in the Chinese 
Permanent Cemetery, Aberdeen.

Canton’s New Clocks 

As previously intimated, there 
forty clocks installed in the 
city, but this does not mean, how- 
ever, that there are forty separate 
mountings. Bach clock tower has

AN clocks are controlled by at 
clock, which is worked 
ly storage batteries stationed in 
the Central Park. The movements 
of the clocks are so regulated that

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‘Pungshan Waterworks 

Tungshan waterworks 
completed; and 
machinery has been installed 
lested to the sutisfaction of the 
officials. . The work should have 
st ad but, on account of the de- 
vay in the arrival of sand and 
pebbles for the purpose of filtra- 
tion, the forma! opening will be de- 
layed for at lrast a month. 

A reservoir i8 formed by throw- 
ing a dam across the Shaho 
River. From this reservoir the 
water is piped to filter-beds 
near Tungshan. At this point ar- 
rangement hus been made for water 
to be drawn from the Pear] River 
as well, After passing through 
the filter-beds the water is pump- 
ed up to a steel tank, which has 
a capacity of 95,000 American 
gallons, and which is mounted on 
a steel tower 120 feet high. 

The plant comprises two Diesel 
engines of 40 horse-power each, 
belted to two high and low pres- 
sure pumps with a capacity of 
500 gallons per minute. The cost 
of the plant is about $140,000 
Hong Kong currency. Andersen, 
Meyer & Co. supplied the steel 
‘tank, Siemsen & Co. supplied the 
engines, and Carlowitz & Co. the 
pipes. 

The rates to be charged for the 
water have not yet been fixed. 

The Tungshan Waterworks will 
be under the control and manage- 
ment of the Bureau of Public 
Utilities, of which Mr. Fung Wai 
is the head.

AFGHANISTAN WAR 


Tribesmen Burn General 
in Oit! 


AMIR HABIBULLAH DEFEATED 
Adherents of Ex-King Amanullah 


Out for Vengeance 
Calcutta, Yesterday. 

The Hazara tribesmen of Af- 
ghanistan, who have been fighting 
in vo-operation with ex~King 
Amanullah’s step-brother Ahmed 
Ali, crushingly defeated Habi- 
bullah at Sarchasma, which is 30 
miles north of Kabul and captar- 
ed much ammunition. 

The tribesmen recently captur- 
ed and boiled in oil one of 
Habibuilah’s generals and his 
staff. . 

Habibullah frequently visited 
the Hazara front, endeavouring to 
make peace with these hostile 
tribesmen. It is stated that he 
made the tribesmen a peace offer- 
ing of eight field-guns, which they 
immediately turned on his troops! 
—Reuter. 

{ Baccha-i-Sakao, otherwise Amir 
Habibuliah of Afghanistan, one time 
water-carrier and recently alleged to 
have been a waiter al Peshawar (in 
India) and to have been implicated 
in a case of theft about two years 
ago, succeeded to the throne wher 
Amanullah was deposed after trying 
to inculcate new ideas imbibed in 
Europe. 

Habibullah captured and brought 
to Kabul, his capital, a few hundred 
Hazara women who were stated to 
have been cither auctioned or dis- 
tributed as kanizaka (slave girls). 

It will be noticed that ex-King 
Amanullah’s step-brother is on the 
side of the Hazara tribesmen ‘and 
that they are said to be only 80 
mileg from Kabul.] 


REVENGE ALLEGED 


Story of Dagger And A 
Threat 


A CANTON SEARCHER 


At the Kowloon Magistracy, yes 
terday, before Mr. T. 5. Whyte-Smith, 
the remanded case in which a Chinese 
was charged with assaulting @ rela- 
tive of his was brought to a conelu- 
sion 

The complainant said that the as- 
sault took place on April 6 when he 
was walking home to 22 Reclamation 
Street. Accused approached him while 
he was at the door of his house with 
a dageer and, with the words “Tl! 
kill you, now” stabbed him twice. He 
ran to a friend’s house at 31 Reclama- 
tion Street and there waited for a 
Chinese doctor. The wounds were 40 
bad that he was an inmate of the Kow- 
loon Hospital for ten days, 

The assault, it was alleged, was an 
act of revenge, because complainant’s 
nephew (who wan a searcher in the 
Searching Bureau at Taiping) had con- 
fiscated from the accused @ consign- 
ment of salt and his junk in Decem- 
ber last. 

For the defence Mr. EB. 8S. GC. 
Brookes severely cross-examined the 
complainant. 

Nature of the Injuries 

Dr. D. J. Valentine, Medical Officersin, 
Charge, Kowloon Hospital, said that 
compleinant was admitted to the Kow- 
loon Hospital on April 5 suffering from 
a wound on the Ieft hand, which might 
have been made by a sharp and rather. 
long pointed blade. The wound was 
perforated, and after three days a- 
slight operation was necessary. The- 
complainant also had a small cut on 
his right elbow. He made complete 
recovery and was permitted to leave 
the hospital after a stay of ten days. 

A Different Version 

The accused’s story was that he did 
not assault complainant and that he 
yas not in Hong Kong at the time. He- 
stated that complainant’s brother was 
searched by him, and that his junk 
was, with a consignment of salt, seized 
by him (accused), he being in the 
Canton Government’s service a8 2B 
searcher. He produced papers to this 
effect in Court, and added that it was: 
all a family quarrel. . 

His Worship, in stating that there 
was no evidence to say that the accused 
actually assaulted the complainant, 
bound both parties over in the sum of 
850 each to keep the peace for six 
months, 4
